Rex Beauchamp is impatient. 
Always. That's why Rex is a racer 
although impatience isn’t the only 


reason; Rex has 


two wheels and the speed that goes with 
competition. The classic Beauchamp 
appears about two hours before practice 
begins and is always in leathers - even if 
it’s a 100 degree scorcher. Kinetic 
energy, stored up all week, begins to 
surge as Rex explores the pits walking, 
searching, prowling every inch of the 
area like a tiger sizing up its foe before 
the strike. In this case though the 
enemy is the track and it sometimes 


appears that Beauchamp will explode. 


before practice. Other times Rex will 
seem almost subdued although, you 
should be quick to notice, he is still the 
first and only rider in leathers; a devout 
sign of his faith that maybe, just maybe, 
practice will start a little early. When 
the bikes finally do roll out onto the 
dirt for practice-be it mile, half mile, 
short track or TT -then and only then 
does the face seem to relax and a 
calming influence take over; racing is 
Rex Beauchamp’s way of getting rid of 
a weeks frustrations. Throttle twisting 
therapy I like to call it; Rex insists it’s 
just impatience (with just about 





a natural feel for 


everything from stop -lights to slow 
waitresses). “On the track it’s legal to 
get out and go just as fast as you can 
with nobody to hassle you for 
berserking it; it’s my chance to let it all 
hang out.” 

Beauchamp is not a berserk rider 
though; he does not ride a ragged edge 
like some but takes pride in the 
confident mastery of controlled speed 
as a badge of his profession. 
Beauchamp’s riding style is best 
described as that of a charger; a rider 
who actively seeks the fastest line to the 
finish and is not afraid to rattle a few 
handle bars along the way. Watch Rex 
on the line just before the flag drops 
and you'll notice that he seems oblivous 
to everything and everyone around him; 
it’s professionalism and the ability to 
focus total concentration on the most 
important item at that time. 

“I look at one spot in the first corner 
and the starter at the same time; I’m 
going to that spot unless somebody 
knocks me down before J get there. If 
somebody gets in the way I still head 


for that spot. Just before the flag drops 
the spectators and the other riders 
dissappear and there’s just me, the spot 
in turn one and the starter. If something 
happens then I just handle it when it 
comes up.” 

An interesting insight into what makes 
Beauchamp tick but then Rex is an 
interesting individual full of insights, 
opinions, dreams and astute enough to 
understand his shortcomings but not 
make excuses for them. It took Rex 
three seasons to have one that satisfied 
him. “Rookie year was like running into 
a brick wall after my Junior season (Rex 
was Top Junior in the Nation in 1970); 
my second year was a little better.” It 
was try and try and try again during the 
first two seasons but a second at Santa 
Fe (1971) and a third at the Homewood 
mile (9172) was as close as Rex got to 
the champagne glory of a National 
victory. 1973 fulfilled two immediate 
goals: that of a National win -“It was a 
long time coming” -and a spot in the 
top ten riders in the nation; the only 
exclusively dirt rider to break the 
lineup. \ 

To some Rex’s opinion of himself on 
dirt might sound like a lot of wind; an 
ego trip to fill space. I think it is a 
sincere observation of himself, his talent 
his confidence and what he feels he can 
do. “I can beat anybody on dirt. 
Winning a race is in your mind, your 
ability, your machine and how you feel 
on that particular day. There are days 
when you can’t do anything wrong and 
others where nothing goes right. Luck is 
another factor -because everything is a 
gamble.” 


Rex Beauchamp 


“My main competition is Kenny 
Roberts, Gary Scott, my Harley 
teammates and a number of other good 
Harley riders. Kenny is by far the best 
rider I’ve ever seen. Gary (Scott) is more 
headstrong, more forward motion; 
Kenny throws some style into it which 
might just make Gary the better racer in 
the long run. Right now Kenny is on 
top and he’s got it in his head that he’s 
the best; it’s going to take awhile to 
dethrone him.” 


Does Rex then count the top plate as 
above his sights? No way. Beauchamp 
believes that number one is definitely 
within his grasp as an exclusive dirt 
rider; sure it would be hard and take a 
100 percent season but, as Rex points 
out, Kenny Roberts had enough dirt 
points to win the title last year without 
his roadrace placings. “‘I’d like to get up 
there to second or third in the standings 
this season and I don’t think it will be 
that hard if everything goes well. The 
big problem is having what happened to 
Jim Rice last season happen to me. I 
think Jim had every National won that 
he went to but his machines broke; it 
was bum luck.” 


Road racing in a word bores Rex; it’s 
not that it isn’t exciting but just that 
things happen so much slower on a road 
race circuit than on an oval. Rex has 
road raced but it was so unsuited to his 
charging style that he felt the dirt 
required his total committment and it 
was better to be a winner on dirt than 
an also ran on the road circuits. 
Strangely the form of racing that most 
suits Rex’s style is short track; an event 


in which on the majority of tracks the 
Harley Sprint is at a distinct 
disadvantage. Yet Rex does extremely 
well because short tracking is nothing 
but one long charge and Rex loves the 
action. 


It wasn’t until last season that things 
really started to fall into place for Rex; 
he enlisted the help of Archie Douglas 
to help him set up and maintain his 
bikes and Harley Factory tuner Carroll 
Resweber began teaching Rex the finer 
points of racing. “Carroll can go out 
there and watch me go around the track 
and pick out the things I’m doing 
wrong. We fix that and then he gives me 
hints on what to correct to go faster. 
He’s given me hints on how to get off 
the line that have really helped.as well 
as tips on ways to relax when I get tired. 
They’re really things he’s been through 
when he raced and he just knows so 
much that everything is a help.” 


Once the Grand National 
Championship circuit starts life becomes 
a weekend to weekend existance for the 
impatient Rex Beauchamp and in those 
six days inbetween he plots every foot 
of the track. During his three years on 
the circuit, racing mainly the same 
tracks, Rex has catalogued and filed 
away little bits and pieces of 
information on each track recalling 
them as the circuit meanders from west 
to east and back and forth once more. 
Each season brings with it new 
variables: track surface, new tire 
compounds, more horse power, 
increased competition from other 
riders and other brands; staying one step 
ahead is a big job. “I start thinking 
about the next race a week before it’s 
there; as soon as I’m done at one track I 
want to go again. I think of everything 
I’m going to do right down to the hole 
shot and what VI do to get the to the 
first corner. | try to get the whole race 
planned so that when I get to the track I 
can immediately start trying things out; 
it’s the only way to get an edge on the 
rest of the riders,” 


An edge, getting one up, Psyching out 
the opposition; whatever you call it, it 
still falls into the category of being one 
step ahead of the competition. “I think 
I’m pretty good a psyche out, so that 
when it comes to someone trying to 
psyche me out they aren’t going to do 
it. In fact I think that I’d do it to them 
before they would do it to me; there are 
a lot of guys on the cireuit who you can 
just look at and say something to at the 
last minute and they’ll blow it.” 

As Rex Beauchamp the intrepid, 
impatient philosopher charges off to 
another season resplendent in the 
orange and black leathers of the factory 
Harley racing team a question arises: 
Just who the hell is Rex Beauchamp? 
It’s really very simple: ‘I’m just another 
racer that’s digging it (racing) while it’s 
here; I’ve been in the right place at the 
right time and I’ve had the luck that 
comes from it.” 

So what does 1974 hold in store for 
Rex? A lot if you judge by his 
preparation schedule of daily running, 
ice racing as often as possible, an 
excercise schedule, cowtrailing on a 
snow mobile and, oh yes, cutting down 
on the partying. You see the Milford, 
Michigan “Flash” is serious about the 
coming year; he’s also human. It takes 
conditioning to be ready, to last out the 
20 lap events when, after 15 laps you 
feel dead, but that’s what it takes to win 
and Rex is not satisfied with just one 
National victory. 

Rex’s key to 1974 is himself and he 
knows it. Last year, although he did 
good, he wasn’t at a peak or hundred 
per centing it as he says; an admission 
that is both enlightening and realisticly 
honest in an age of put-ons by 
everybody. “I’m going to be more of a 
racer in 1974. I’ve got a better bike than 
ever and I know a lot more about the 
circuit; I’m already in better shape than 
I was last year and that’s going to make 
a difference.” 

Racing is Rex’s life. You can sense it 
when he talks, see it in his face as he 
bench races or explains a point of 
conversation. Just watch him in the pits 
or ask about next weeks race. “Racing is 
like a gift. I don’t have to work and I’m 
really digging it. I know that it’s not 
going to last forever but while it’s here 
I’m going to enjoy it. I couldn’t ask for 
anyone better to ride for than Harley. 
Oh Yea! I wouldn’t want to be doing 
anything else.” °

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THE FEDERAL ENERGY OFFICE 
SPEAKS OUT ON “THE GRISIS” 


You may not want to read this, 
but then don’t be surprised when 
you're sitting around wondering 
why there’s no gasoline available 
for your motorcycle.

The only crisis larger than the 
energy crisis is the crisis of confi- 
dence — whether anybody believes 
there ts a crisis. The best way — or 
at least the only way we know of 
— to settle the arguments is to give 
you the straight and honest an- 
swers to questions about the 
shortage. Other people may have other 


answers, but these are the ones we’re 
working with. 


Is there really a shortage? 


It’s hard for someone as close to the 
problem as we are to understand the 
feeling that the energy crisis is 
something of a hoax. You can’t receive 
the daily phone calls that pour into our 
office — from utilities with only 27 days 
reserve of residual oil on hand, from 
school districts unable to get bids on 
contracts for gasoline or heating oil, 
from independent truck drivers faced 
with limits on diesel fuel at truck stops 
— and not become a believer in the 
reality of the shortage. Here are our best 
estimates of what is happening and 
why: 

Under normal conditions, we would 
expect to consume over 19.1 million 
barrels of petroleum per day this year, 
an increase of 1.5 million barrels per 
day over 1973. This is a continuation of 
the historic trends in growth of demand. 
U.S. domestic production, on the other 
hand, leveled off in 1971 and has been 
declining since then. We now produce 
about 11 million barrels per day in the 
U.S. The difference has been made up 
from imports. The result has been ever 
increasing levels of imports and a 
growing dependence on Arab crude oil 
and products refined from it. In 
October, the Arabs, who had been 
supplying us with over 1.5 million 
barrels a day of crude, announced an 
embargo on shipments to the U.S., 
which is now 100 percent effective. The 
result is a shortage that simply cannot 
be denied. 

In developing our estimates of the 
shortage, we have used a worst case 
situation. We assumed normal growth in 
demand, a fully effective Arab embargo 
and inventory shrinkages to minimum 
operating levels: We could have assumed 
embargo leakages or larger inventory 
drawdowns, but these are irresponsible 
assumptions for policy-making. We 
cannot develop programs which are not 
adequate to cope with the maximum 
expected shortage. We'd rather be 
surprised by favorable events than 
destroyed by over-optimistic estimates. 

To some extent, we are the victims 
of our own modest success. In early 
December, the Federal Energy Office 
began a crash program to manage the 
fuel shortage and encourage 
conservation, There has been a 
tremendous response by the American 


people to conservation initiatives. We 
have also been helped by warmer than 
normal weather, and by leakages in the 
Arab oil embargo. All of this means 
lowered consumption which builds up 
our inventory position, and leads to 
some current confusion in discussion of 
the shortage. 

Our inventories of most petroleum 
products are now higher than a year 
ago, but this is by a very thin margin. 
The simple fact is that we don’t have all 
that many storage tanks in the entire 
country. What is important over the 
longer term (more than two months, 
that is), is how much is coming into the 
system and going out, not. how much 
is stored. 

In October of 1973, we imported 6.7 
million barrels of oil a day, a figure 
based on statistics submitted directly 
from U.S. Customs to the Office of Oil 
and Gas in the Department of the 
Interior. For the week ending January 
10, 1974, the American Petroleum 
Institute reported 4.96 million barrels a 
day of imports. These recent import 
levels mean that we are importing 1.7 
million barrels a day less than just two 


inventories and production costs, and 
we will get it, one way or another. 

The data we now use comes from a 
variety of sources, Data on the domestic 
petroleum supply system are gathered 
by the Bureau of Mines (BOM) and by 
the American Petroleum Institute (API). 
The Bureau of Mines data are gathered 
primarily through a monthly report by 
refining companies, supplemented by 
monthly data gathered from import 
terminal operators. Additional 
information on crude oil production is 
obtained from state agencies, and 
additional information on imports 
comes from the Bureau of Customs. 

The API has a less detailed reporting 
system than the Bureau of Mines, but it 
receives and publishes data on a weekly 
basis. API Collects refinery information 
from about 60% of the refiners which 
account for over 90% of domestic 
operations. This includes information 
on refinery crude runs, production and 
yields of all major refined products, and 
inventories of crude oils and finished 
products. They also compile detailed 
information on imports. 

We have made independent 
cross-checks and found that these data 
are reasonably accurate but there are still 
problems with these data collection 
methods. 

First, industry coverage by the API 
for the weekly statistics is not complete. 
Smaller refiners and importers are not 
included, and the statistical techniques 
used are not adequate in times of 
shortage and rapid change. 

The second major problem deals with 
secondary stocks, i.e., petroleum 
product inventories not held by 
refineries. Data on actual consumption 
are also lacking. Information about 
secondary stocks and consumption can 
only be pieced together incompletely 
from a number of sources. 

There are two other shortcomings in 
most of our current energy data: lack of 
regional and seasonal differentiation in 
consumption. To make our allocation

months ago, and are 2.7 million barrels 
a. day below our expected needs. This 
shortage will quickly reduce our 
inventories to dangerously low levels 
unless we continue programs to reduce 
demand and reallocate the available 
supplies. 


For example. heating oil inventories 
stand at about 200 million barrels, 
almost 30% above last year. But with a 
fully effective embargo and an 
abnormally cold winter, these 
inventories would be reduced to levels 
where spot shortages might occur by 
mid-March. In fact, our crude oil 
inventories at refineries have decreased 
for the last four weeks, and are now 
four percent below normal minimum 
levels. Refineries are operating at their 
lowest weekly level since January of 
1973. 


How good is our information? 


Decisions on dealing with a shortage 
are not better than the data on which 
they are based. The information we now 
have to work with is not adequate and 
its reliability cannot be checked. We 
need better data on every aspect of 
energy — reserves, refinery operations, 


programs work properly, we have to 
know where and when different 
petroleum products are needed. Further 
breakdowns of consumption by type of 
industry, or other users, are not 
available. 

All of our current sources of data are 
voluntary and for many of the programs 
we now operate, this isn’t good enough. 
We need mandatory reporting systems 
and mechanisms to check and enforce 
their operation. 

We are dealing with these problems 
in two ways: 

First — we have begun to construct, 

under existing legal authority, 

systems to measure secondary 
stocks, to sample actual 
consumption, and to give us regional 
and seasonal variance data, as well as 
more complete and timely 
information from the oil companies. 

This system will cover not only 

supplies, inventories, and other 

physical factors, but dollar costs and 
profits as well.

Second — we are asking Congress for 

new laws requiring specific 

mandatory reporting. We need more 
appropriate penalty and 





enforcement provisions. We need to 

cover other energy sources besides 

petroleum, and we need to include 
information on reserves, capped 

, wells, and the like as well as current 
operating information, 

We expect that confidentiality 
limitations for competitive or national 
security reasons will be limited. Most of 
the information we gather will be 
widely available. We (the FEO) need the 
facts and the public needs the facts. 


What is our strategy for 
dealing with the shortage? 


Our basic goal is to minimize 
economic disruption at the expense of 
some personal luxury or comfort. The 
American people would rather turn 
down their thermostats and switch from 
private cars to carpools or public 
transportation, than undergo 
widespread unemployment and other 
economic dislocation. 

This proposition is reflected in the 
almost completely voluntary response 
to energy conservation so far: 

— In New England, our most recent 
figures show that heating oil use is 
down 16 percent from last year, 
even after correcting for the warmer 
weather. 
— Consumption of electricity is 
down 10%. 
— Natural gas consumption, 
nation-wide, is down by six percent 
from last year. This is the first time 
that absolute demand for that fuel 
has not risen from one year to the 
next. 

— Gasoline consumption for the 

month of December was 8.7 percent 

below what we expected. 

The bulk of non-essential petroleum 
use is in gasoline, so we are seeking 
shifts in the patterns of production in 
American oil refineries. Refiners are 
being encouraged to produce less 
gasoline and more heating fuel, diesel 
oil, residual fuel oil, and petrochemical 
prime products. Price control 
regulations have been revised to 
discourage gasoline production, and we 
have authority to mandate refinery 
shifts, if necessary. 

Refiners are responding to price 
incentives alrcady: refinery yields of 
gasoline are averaging 42% of the barrel 
of crude oil input, rather than the 
normal 45% for this time of year. 

Once refineries have shifted 
production in the ways we want, there 
will still be shortages, but ones that 
should be manageable. Mandatory 
allocation regulations, published in final 
form on January 15, are designed to 
handle these shortages in various ways. 
By individual petroleum product, our 
shortages, and plans for handling them, 
are as follows: 

— Kerosene jet fuel: 154 thousand 
barrels per day (15% of total 
projected demand). The airlines have 
already reduced schedules to make 
up this shortage. 
— Naptha jet fuel: this is principally 
consumed by the military and is 
being provided to them for national 
security. Each quarter, we will 
carefully scrutinize the total DOD 
fuel requests. 

— Middle Distillates, primarily diesel 

fuel and number 2 home heating oil: 

500 thousand barrels per day (12% 

of projected demand). Allocation 

regulations require six degree 

Fahrenheit reductions in residential 

heating levels and ten degree 

Fahrenheit reduction in commercial 

and other space heating use to make 

up this shortage. 

— Residual fuel oil: 375 thousand 

barrels per day (11% of projected 

demand). To be made up by heating 
reductions, voluntary electrical 





energy conservation, a return to 
Daylight Savings Time, and 
switching electrical utilities from oil 
to coal. 


— Gasoline: after the refinery shift, 
gasoline shortfall will equal about 
1.2 million barrels per day (about 
19% of demand). This shortfall will 
be met by drawing down inventories 
and by conservation actions, 
including the mandatory 55 MPH 
speed limit; the Sunday gas station 
closings, and other voluntary 
measures, including the ten gallon 
per purchase limit. 


The aim of all of the conservation 
and gasoline allocation programs is to 
spread the shortage equally and 
equitably. We hope to avoid gasoline 
rationing and the inevitable 
administering bureaucracy and 
confusion it would entail. With full 
voluntary cooperation, we probably 
won’t need rationing. We are carefully 
monitoring the situation, however, and 
checking for abuses such as long waiting 
lines or price gouging. 


Why are prices so high? 


Prices have risen. Gasoline, for ex- 
ample, has gone from 25.3 cents per 
gallon (before taxes) one year ago to 
33.5 cents now. This is a 32% increase 
in one year. To explain these increases, 
you have to first understand how price 
controls work for petroleum., 

The Cost of Living Council control 
system for petroleum was designed to 
meet the two objectives of controlling 
inflation, yet not stifling domestic 
production. To meet these goals a 
two-tier system was established: oil 
already being produced (old oil) was 
controlled, while prices of newly 
discovered and produced oi were left 
uncontrolled to encourage domestic 
production. Of our total supplies of 
available crude, 51% is controlled old 
oil, 28% is imported and not subject to 
controls, and 21% is new oil, or oil from 
stripper wells (10 barrels/day or less) 
which was decontrolled by act of 
Congress. In addition to crude oil, we 
import substantial amounts of refined 
product so that imports now actually 
account for 38 percent of our total 
consumption, 

Much of the price increase is the 
result of actions by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. The 
price of crude oil from these countries 
nearly tripled in 1973. Canada, though 
not a member of OPEC, also increased 
the price of the oil she sells us by raising 


tariffs. If these import prices hold, and 
we import in 1974 at the same rate as 
1973, the U.S. bill for imported oil 
would rise from $7 billion to $21 
billion. 

There is a lot of concern about the 
emotional price levels the OPEC nations 
are now asking and receiving for their 
crude oil, and the hardships that these 
higher prices will generate. We expect to 
mitigate the price hardships through 
adjustments in our income maintenance 
programs. The unpleasant truth, 
however, is that the era of cheap 
petroleum-derived energy is over. It’s 
becoming increasingly apparent that if 
we're going to preserve “the good life” 


‘ 


in this country, we will have to make 
some far-reaching changes in our idea of 
what “‘the good life”’ is. 


What happens in the long run? 


We’ve been slapped awake to an 
energy shortage. Our rude treatment at 
the hands of the Arabs (Isn’t America 
still the biggest, strongest, and richest 
country in the world?) may be helpful 
— it may have come soon enough. 
Between now and 1980 we plan to 
spend a great deal of Federal money — 
$10 billion — on energy research and 
development. We have to do four things 
to solve our energy problems in the 
interim: 

1) Increase the production of 
domestic oil and natural gas as 
rapidly as possible. This means more 
drilling on the Outer Continental 
Shelf (but no more “Santa 
Barbaras’’), It means another 
Alaskan pipeline for natural gas, and 
maybe another one for oil. It means 
more domestic refineries. 
2) Increase the production and use 
of our domestic coal and our shale 
oil resources. We have 17 percent of 
the energy we consume. Until 1947, 
coal provided more than half the 
energy used in this country, but it 
has gone down ever since. We need 
to use more of this coal. We have to 
figure out how to mine it more 
efficiently and safely with less 
environmental damage. We have to 
develop, test, and implement 
technologies for turning the coal 
into liquid and gaseous forms so that 
it can substitute for oil and natural 
gas. 

We have substantial reserves of oil 
locked in shale in our Western states, 
something on the order of 700 
billion barrels, which is enough to 
meet all our petroleum needs at 
current usage rates for 100 years. We 
must find efficient ways of getting 
oil out of the rock without leveling 
the Rocky Mountains and using up 
all the water in the Colorado River. 
3) Expand the generation and use of 
nuclear fission energy as rapidly as 
possible. The problems of safety, 
thermal pollution effects, and 
disposal of radioactive wastes will 
have to be settled, because nuclear 
power is clean otherwise and we 
have several thousand years worth of 
uranium available. We already have 
the bulk of the world’s nuclear 
electric generating plants, but they 
still provide only one percent of our 
total energy use. 

4) Most importantly, we have to 

decrease, or level off, our growing 

rate of energy use, This can be done 
only by building cars, applicances, 
homes, office buildings and 
designing industrial processes that 
use energy more efficiently. 

Conservation has to become a daily 

part of everyone’s life. 

It means smaller cars and probably 
greater use of street bikes, as soon as the 
pollution problem is solved. It means 
more recycling of everything: paper, 
aluminum, glass, the works. It may well 
mean less vehicle-based recreation, 
fewer dune buggies, dirt bikes, 
snowmobiles, campers. It probably 
means a “change in lifestyles”, but 
nobody can detail for you just what 
that phrase means. The art of social 
prediction is still in its infancy, and very 
chancy. 

In the really long run, lots of other 
energy sources are being developed — 
fusion, fast breeder reactors which 
produce more fuel than they consume, 
solar energy, geothermal energy, and 
other exotic energy sources hard to spell 
and harder to explain — like 
magnetohydrodynamics. We can’t 
afford to overlook any potential 
sources. We have to cover all the bases — 
with research money. 

There are lots of other questions that 
are being asked, without any good 
answers yet: How did we really get into 
this mess anyway? How much money 
should the oil companies be allowed to 
make? Can you really develop fuel out 
of animal manure? The most important 
question, though, is this: Can we pull 
together, cut out our wasteful habits, 
and come through this a better and 
stronger country? The jury is still out 
on this one, but we’re strongly positive.

Birds of a feather : Yamaha MX-100 & SC-500 


You can lump Yamaha’s biggest 
and littlest dirt racers together 
because they are very much alike. 
They are both moderately power- 


ful within their respective classes, 
neither one handles exceptionally 
well in stock form, and both are 
seemingly quite reliable. They 
both ease their ways into the 
classification of ‘‘playbike.’’ where a 
reliable, easy-starting, and easily ridden 
motorcycle shines. What’s more, they’re 
both yellow and black. 

The MX-100 has seen much change 
from last year’s 100cc motocrosser. It 
has come into 1974 with a new frame 
and improved power characteristics, 
plus a handful of other changes. Last 
year’s frame was the same as for the 100 
enduro and never let you forget it. This 
year, the motocrosser got its own frame. 
Last year’s 100 handled badly. This 
year’s handling has come up to 
mediocre or even fair level depending on 
the rider’s size. If you’ve only ridden 
last year’s version, you’d be awestruck 
by the improvement. It is what you 
might expect from a $702 motocrosser. 


Or you might expect more. 

A bit more wheelbase and improved 
geometry improve handling. However, a 
decent suspension would make things 
downright pleasant. A 21-inch front 
wheel might help, too, It doesn’t really 
get along with awful things like big 
bumps and whoop-de-doos. The tires, 
especially when coupled to the 
still-short wheelbase, aren’t really what 
the dentist ordered. The rear wheel will 
swing from side to side rather violently 
at times. One must keep reminding 
oneself that one only paid $702 for the 
machine. 

If the improvement in handling 
might have awed a Yamaha-only 100 
class ‘crosser, the improvement in usable 
power probably would have stunned 
him senseless. Instead of reacting like a 
gun when you feed it gas (Bang.), the 
MX-100 now develops power in a 
gradual and usable manner. You can get 
the power on sooner and get more of it 
to the ground. And if you screw up and 


get the whole motorcycle to the ground, 
most of the components are pretty 
strong and unlikely to break. 

Which brings us back to the playbike 
concept. With the usable powerband, 
the bike can be used for fooling around 
somewhere off the beaten motocross 
track. It’s quiet and does good wheelies 
to impress yourself with your skill. And 
you don’t have to risk getting beaten by 
anybody else. 

If you should choose to race it, 
you'll find yourself in the same league 
as the other Japanese 100 class 
motocrossers, but you'll have more 
trouble with some of the 
better-handling European makes. On the 
other hand, you and the other guys on 
Oriental machinery will be able to 
afford to eat. If you don’t want to eat, 
but still want to race a Yamaha in the 
100 class, you can spend the money to 
improve it. 

The 500 is much the same way 
except that it hasn’t been changed much 
since last year. Ours was quieter and 
slower, possibly because it wasn’t jetted 
properly, but some people felt that the 
SC-500’s gain in silence and lack of 
speed were related. 

It is a great deal like the MX-360, but 
with a more relaxed powerband. The 
low end was so great that you-could 
lock the front wheel, stand up and the 
rear wheel would continue to turn at a 
standstill in first gear. The 500 would

get from corner to corner with a great 
deal of speed. Whether or not it was still 
upright after doing so depended on the 
skill of the rider and the condition of 
the ground surface in between. It was 
fast, but the old Yamaha fishtails turned 
up over any bumpy surface. One must 
remember that it is called “SC” (as in 
scrambles) and not MX (as in 
MX-o-cross). On smooth surfaces its 
power was usable, but the tires readily 
reminded you that they weren’t any 
good. Transferring your weight around a 
lot would help but good tires would 
help even more. 

Both bikes had oil injection but also 
needed premix. Some staffers always 
grumble about this arrangement and 
some always like it. Both have

up-through-the-frame pipes. Both use 
the same basic frame layout. The 
SC-500 only has a four-speed gearbox, 
however. It has alloy rims, though. The 
100’s 19-inch front and 18-inch rear are 
steel. The 500’s ignition is CDI, the 100 
gets a magneto. Both have reed valves. 
Both have “thermal phase” rear shocks, 
the most noticeable characteristic of 
which is the visible increase in unsprung 
weight. The shocks aren’t as good as 
they look. But then, neither is your 
mother. Both of the bikes are fairly 
priced, The 100 is fair to you at $600 
and the 500 is fair to Yamaha at $1300. 
That's for a 500cc single with a 
four-speed that doesn’t handle very 
well. On the other hand, it isn’t a bad 
beginning for a 500 class scrambler. .

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CMC Ascot

This 


year’s first CMC sanctioned 


TT and half mile flat track race at 
Ascot was made up of a small but 
fast field of riders. This event is 


going to run every Saturday 
(weather permitting) with a prom- 
ise of more money and lots of fast 
action. With the track in very fast 


condition and all the riders being pretty 
even as far as ability and speed of their 
bikes the races were for the most part 
won at the starting line. There wasn’t a 
race all day that wasn’t run with the 
majority of the pack being wheel to 
wheel all the way. 

The first six races were TT heat races 
with two heats im each class. With the 
competition broken down into six heats 
the top riders went to the main and the 
rest of the field went to the semi-main. 
By the time the main event was posted, 
just about every rider whose bike was 
still running was in the main. 

The first 125 TT race began with 
Mike Tidwell (Yam) off to a fast start 
with - Bobby Brown (Yam) in hot 
pursuit. Steve Woskoski (Yam) was 
holding down third. In the middle of 
the second lap Tom Hutchinson (Yam) 
squeezed by Woskoski and was headed 
for Brown but he just didn’t have 
enough speed to get by. In the end 
Tidwell and Brown held on and 
transferred to the main. The second 
heat was follow the leader from Green 
to checkered with Mike Minnig (Kaw) 
and Tom Doty (Hon) going to the main. 

Next up were the 250cc machines. 
Into the first turn it was Elbert Turner 
(Yam), Mike Tidwell (Yam) and Steve 
Scott (Bul). In the midst of the second 
lap Scott got around Tidwell and held 
on the rest of the way. In fourth it was 
Tony Henera (Bul) running hard for the 
first three laps but he was forced out 
with problems. Tony and teammate Jim 
(Bear) Thorp were plagued with 


problems all day but swore they would 
be back next week, ready. 

The second 250 event was a real 
mind bender. Dave Pessy (Hon) jumped 
off to a quick lead and.held it, from 
there on back the score keepers were 
pulling their hair out. Tom Warren (Bul) 
thought he had second nailed down but 
Willie Hockie had other ideas. Larry 
Levoff (Hon) saw this and on the next 
lap he pulled the same trick, When the 
race ended it was Pessy, Hockie and 
Levoff going to the main. 

The first 500 event was settled right 
at the finish line and the first turn. 
Richard Marquis (Hon) and Kirk 
Redding (Mai) took the first two spots 
and went to the main. 

The second heat was a rerun of the 
first with David Ham (Mai) and John 
Sperry (Suz) advancing. The remainder 
of the field went to the semi. 

The next four races were half mile 
with only one heat in the under 200 
class. When the green dropped and the 
riders went into the first turn you could 
cover the field with a blanket. Out of 
the first turn it was Eddie Lawson 
(Yam), Mike Tidwell (Yam) and Robert 
Goodwin (RVA special) holding down 
the first three spots. The race was close 
all the way with only seconds between 
each rider as they passed the checkered. 

In the next two races we had the 
only California R R racing father and 
son team. They are Al Mark, Sr. and Al 
Mark, Jr. This was their first time on the 
long half mile and they didn’t do too 
well this week. Both, however, did 
advance to the semi-main. 

The first 250 heat kept the crowd on 
their feet for the entire race. Charles 
Sodenstrom (Yam) flying on the outside 
took the lead and held on all the way 


with Mike Tidwell and Elbert Turner 
both on Yamahas a constant threat to 
the leader. On the second lap Frank 
Vasquez (Kaw) moved from sixth to 
fourth. The next time around Frank had 
slipped back and Al Mark, Sr. had from 
last up to fourth. Tidwell and Turner 
meanwhile changed places on every 
other lap with Tidwell finally holding 
on to second, Turner third and Edward 
Dueckert (Yam) coming from way 
behind to grab fourth. 

The next two were very fast follow 
the leader races with Tom Berry (Yam) 
and Robert Murry (Yam) going to the 
main in the first heat and Scott Marshall 
(Yam) and Vince Mead (Yam) in the 
second, 

Eddie Lawson (Yam), Steve Steel 
(Hod) and Bob Hammerich (Yam) 
fought a wheel to wheel battle in the 
semi main for the 125 TT. By the end 
of the race several riders were out with 
troubles and the remainder of the field 
transferred to the main. 

In the 250 TT semi-main the track 
proved to be a one groove race course 
again with the leaders flying all the way. 
Larry Levoff (Hon) doing some fancy 
crossed up jumping was out front with 
Leonard Gilliland (Yam) hot on his 
heels, It wasn’t until the last lap that 
Levoff got out front far enough to make 
it a sure win. 

With all riders in the semi mains 
going to the main and no semi in the 
under 200 flat track, the next events 
were the mains. 

In the 125 TT main the race was won 
right at the starting line. Mike Tidwell 
(Yam) who had been fast all day 
screamed away from the green and held 
on all the way. Eddie Lawson (Yam) 
grabbed second and Mike Minnig (Kaw) 
third. It was an even race all the way 
with the entire field bunched closely all 
the way. 

In the 250 TT the first four places 
were hard fought all the way. Dave 
Pessy (Hon) and Steve Scott (Bul) 
changed places for the lead several times 
and so did Larry Levoff and Leonard 
Gilliland for third and fourth. When this 
race got to the flag the leaders could 
have just about touched each other. 


The 500 TT started with Rick 
Redding taking the lead and holding it 
on his very fast Maico and Richard 
Marquis (Hon) in second. From third on 
back the race was really mean. John 
Sperry held third for three laps and then 
David Ham began to move up. By the 





sixth lap Ham had managed to get by 
Sperry in a turn then Vern Maxwell 
(Bul) began to move and got by both 
Sperry and Ham. Coming out of the last 
turn heading for the winner’s flag Ham 
was still challenging Maxwell but his 
Maico just couldn’t get around the 
quick Bul. 

The under 200 main started with the 
riders lined up according to the way 
they finished the heat. It was quick 
little Mike Minnig (Kaw) and Tom Doty 
(Hon) who were out front. Eddie 
Lawson and Mike Tidwell on Yamahas 
were in third and fourth. They changed 
positions twice during the race with 
Lawson finally holding out for third. 

In the 250 FT main it was a field of 
Yamahas with Charles Sodenstrom and 
Tom Berry fighting for first. Berry 
finally got ahead and held on but 
Sodenstrom was never far behind. Brian 
Garcia held third. 

All in all it was a very interesting day 
of CMC racing. The promise of good 
weather and a good rider turnout for 
next week should make for an even 
better program so grab your favorite ? 
and come on out to Ascot. Races apa 
at 2:00 p.m.

Chargers’ West H.S. 


LAS VEGAS, NEV., JAN. 20 

It was a dreary overcast moming, 
not at all the usual sunshiny day 
here in Las Vegas, as we headed 
out Blue Diamond Road towards 
Pahrump for the Chargers West 
Hare Scrambles. The race was 
billed as the “Energy Crisis Hare 
Scrambles” since it was located 
less than twenty miles from Las Vegas 
and the four loops were only about 
sixteen miles each for a total of 64 
miles, short for this type of race. 

The sponsoring club, (Chargers 
West), is a group of young hot-shoes 
who usually take home more than their 
share of the trophies. Since they were 
not racing, trophy positions were wide 
open. The Chargers tried last fall to put 
on a race in this same area, but ran into 
last minute complications with the BLM 
and had to move to another location 
with only a couple of days notice. 

As we turned off the highway onto 
the dirt road leading to the pits, it was 
easy to see why this was their chosen 
location. It looked like great terrain for 
desert racing, and from a spectator’s 
point of view was really picture post 
card material, with colorful red rock 
hills to one side and snow capped 
mountains to the north. 


At ten a.m. 114 eager riders were on 
the starting line. They were off, but not 
in a cloud of dust! The desert was really 
settled from last week’s rain and snow. 
Experts and Amateurs started first and 
Novices about three minutes later. 
Bobby Davidson, on his 250 Yamaha, 
took an early lead and completed the 
first loop about three minutes ahead of 
Leroy Kyger on a 250 Suzuki. Leroy 
rode an incredible race, maintaining 
second place on all four loops, taking 
second overall and first 250 Amateur. 
This was his second race as an Amateur 
and also his second class win, At the end 
of the second lap Chuck Rush, on a 400 
Husky, was hot on Leroy’s tail, but was 
not able to take him until the final lap 
when Chuck took over in the winner’s 
circle. 

One of the best races of the day was 
in the 250 Novice class. In the first lap 
it was Sid Tarbett, 250 Yamaha, being 
chased by Ted Flynn on a Husky, with 
Warren Birchett on a Honda and Bob 
Smith, 250 Bultaco, right behind. Ted 
took the lead on the second lap, 
followed by Bob and Warren.

The heart breaker for the day was 
Bobby Davidson, 250 Yamaha, who 
rode the first three laps with a lead of 
about three minutes. On the last lap 
Bobby’s silencer came off and broke 
some spokes, and knocked off his chain. 
Later he lost a shock. In spite of all his 
problems, he still came in first 250 
Expert and sixth overall. e

CMC Saddleback

ORANGE, CAL., FEB. 3 
Swooping over the rugged hills of 
Saddleback Park were a pack of 
250 Pros returning from CMC- 
sanctioned motocross on the first- 
Sunday-of-the-month. 


It was a 31 rider field and 
topping it was last week’s last 
place finisher, Gaylon Mosier 
(Hon). He looked deceptively fast as he 
took on the always tough Rex Staten 
(Mai) and it resulted in a place-swapping 
affair both rounds. From start to finish 
in round one Gaylon led, but Rex was 
so close that any hint of an error would 
have reversed matters. 


In the second, however, Rapid Rex 
got the shot from the gate and 
maintained the lead for several laps. 
Then, something rather rare...Gaylon 
passed Rex! He held it, too, edging out 
Staten by about 50 yards when the 
event was finally flagged off the course. 

Wedged in third was little Morris 
Malone (Yam) having earned. that spot 
with a third and fourth in his pair of 
motos. Mark Anderson on a new Husky 
took fourth from Gary Chaplin (Hon) 
and Jim Wilson (CZ). It was the first 
time in a long, long time that Wilson 
collected any CMC cash. 


The 500 class was completely the 
opposite as Staten propelled his way to 
the overall win for the second week in a 
row, and for the second time he aced 
out a factory Husky rider to do it. Last 
week taking two seconds was Jim West 
and this week Billy Clements ate the 
Maico’s dust. Mike Yorba (Mai) led 
early in the second heat but crashed 
when he hit a neutral heading into a 
turn and slid back to third. In the first 
round he had a bad start and worked 
slowly through the pack to fourth. Also 
finishing with a third and fourth was 
Luke Messer (Mai), but his lower 
position in the final round compared to 
Yorba settled that tie. 


Over in the 125 Pro class, Marty 
Smith is etching his name in the CMC 
record books as he won his fourth day 
event in a row (eight for eight in 
motos). You have to go all the way back 
to 1971 to find the last time anyone did 
that. And, the CMC standard is five 
which means this Sunday at Carlsbad he 
could tie it. The record is held jointly 
by Jim Beauchamp and Billy Urban. 


For the second week in a row, 
Honda teammate Chuck Bower found 
himself stuffed in second in both motos 
to take a solid runnerup spot in the pay 
line. Robert Elliott (Mon), who looked 





fast last week before experiencing his 
troubles, made it stay together today 
and worked out for a good third placing 
over Bob Brooks (Pen). 


Saddleback is cracking down on the 
silencers. If they miss you at the gate, 
expect to be caught once inside if you 
are running without one. About a dozen 
fellows with phony silencers were 
kindly ejected from the park (several 
were CMC racers) because of their 
failure to heed the rule. Complaints 
have been coming in from not only the 
home tract a mile away, but also from 
the more friendly fire station across the 


street, .

The pros returned to Irwindale 
Raceway for their season opener 
tonight and no holds were barred 
in their battle for the bucks. 

Right away Chuck Bower 
(Hon) and Dave Pessy (Hon) pick- 
ed up where they left off last 
November — out there at the front 
of the 125 pack. From start to near 
finish of the first moto Bower led, but 
then Pessy pulled a tricky move from 
under his sleeve and passed Bower on 
the outside setting up for the Steve 
Hurd jump just a few turns from the 
end. That pumped new life into the 
large Irwindale crowd. 

Bower came back and held on the 
second time while Pessy had his woes 
finishing fourth behind Chuck Lunde 
(Hon) and Dave Taylor (Yam), who gets 
some great starts but can’t seem to hold 
it against the most experienced and 
older pros. Give Taylor time and he 
should be one of Irwindale’s best. 

In the final show, Pessy again pulled 
it out with Bower settling back in 
second secure in the knowledge he did 
not have to pass Pessy to win it overall. 
Likewise, Pessy needed the first to 
secure second place money from Lunde, 
who also had two thirds to his second 
moto second. 

The 250 trio of races were a little less 
spectacular in that Jeff Vidic (Mai), 
returning from his bad spill some 
months ago at Saddleback in which he 
smothered a vertebra, swept the class, 
(despite his neck brace), just like he 
used to do when he was all in one piece 
last year. Pessy again was a disappointed 
second overall as he scored well with a 
2-3-2 performance. Third went to Rex 
Staten, whose 250 Maico is still 
experiencing problems. 

Not so in the 500s, though. Rex 
whipped out two victories and a second 
to overcome old rival Jim West by but 
one point as Jim won one and took two 
seconds. It was a race to the end in the 
final. But, as it always seems, the 
checkered came too soon for anything 
really “trick” to be carried out by the 
lanky West. .

Lowering the high cost of racing 


Three weeks back a motocrosser 
by the name of Tom Bice wrote 
Cycle News about the high cost of 
racing. He’d put out over three 


thousand dollars on his last four 
bikes to keep competitive, and not 
coming from a well heeled family 
where dad pays for anything 
Junior wants or needs and not having a 
sponsor the situation had just plain 
gotten to him. 

Anyone who races knows that 
competing isn’t cheap, it’s expensive. 
The editor answered Tom's letter 
with the suggestion of a stock class such 
as the production division in road racing 
to keep racing costs down for the little 
guy. This has long been a pet project of 
mine so I'll pull out the olde soap box 
again and kick this problem around a 
bit. 

Only a few years back the AMA had 
rules regarding bikes ridden in 
Sportsmen classes. You couldn’t add 
anything that didn’t come as a factory 
part. Except for minor changes such as 
handlebars, etc. and maybe cleaning up 
the engine a bit you came to the line on 
the machine that was just about out of 
the box. Even so, to be up with the 
front-runners would cost you a bit to 
keep your bike in peak tune. No, I don’t 
believe in the tooth fairy and | didn’t 
believe that all of the machinery being 
ridden in those days was stock either. I 
saw some of it when some fair-minded 
soul or other or an alert referee took a 
look and protested a bike. 

Word gets around quickly in the 
racing grapevine and most riders knew 
who was playing the game fair and who 
wasn’t. To find some extra ports wasn’t 
unusual and sitting in the line for 
practice gave more than one of us 
watery eyes and coughing fits from 
exhaust fumes that weren’t good old 
petrol and two-stroke oil. A couple of 
125’s ran in the 100 class, two of ‘em 
were caught at Corriganville one year. 
And who won't forget the flap in this 
District about reed valves? Under the 
AMA rules a reed was not legal, but like 
magic it appeared on many a scooter. 
No one really made a stink about it 
despite the fact that it makes the fast 
boys even faster. It’s a funny thing, but 
people will grouse up a storm about 
something going on they know is illegal 
but for some reason they lack the 
courage to do something about it. Could 
be they themselves have something to 
hide? Or maybe they just don’t want to 
be thought a fink. Anyway, reeds 
flourished. When many a bike was 
equipped with them a complaint was 
lodged and the Competition Committe 
ruled that as so many of them were now 
in use it seemed silly to make all those 
riders take them off, so the reeds 
stayed, 

Then the AMA dropped a clanger. 
They changed the rules so you could do 
anything you pleased to a bike being 
used in scrambles, and that opened the 
door wide. 


The little guy was hurt, just as the 
little guy in sports car racing got hurt 
when money came into the sport to the 
extent that racing that honed the skills 
of drivers like Dan Gurney and Phill Hill 
no longer exists. 

There are literally thousands of 
sportsman riders who neither have the 
money nor the desire to trick out a bike 
into a rocket. They just want to race for 
the sheer thrill of competing. They’re 
not point-hungry, they don’t consider a 
future as a professional rider, they just 
want to have some fun. This especially 
applies to Novices. A novice with 
money behind him is going to transfer 
to Junior and Expert a heck of a lot 
faster than a kid who rides his stocker 
week after week hoping only for a lower 
number at the end of the year. At times 
a promising youngster is noticed by a 
shop owner and gets some help, but he 
still has to bear the brunt of the 
expense. 

It’s been a long time since a number 
one plate holder could say he’d earned 
that plate by himself, paying all his 
bills. We all know that, or maybe you 
still believe in the good tooth fairy. 





Some sportsman Experts actually get a 
better sponsorship than some of our 
professional Experts. I’m not going to 
name names but if you're part of the 
racing scene you ought to be able to 
figure some of them out. 

Now the racers who are being hurt 
by this situation aren’t sniveling about it 
and neither am I. Life is life but to keep 
AMA sportsman racing healthy it 
wouldn’t be a bad idea for the 
Competition Congress to kick around 
the idea of having two classes. A stock 
class where only certain changes could 
be made and a “modified” stock. 

Experts have their difficulties too. If 
you've ridden scrambles or motocross 
for a few seasons you no doubt have 
noticed that quite a few riders stop 
racing when they make Expert. The fun 
goes out of it when you know you're 
being beaten by superior machinery and 


not by riding skill alone. It’s all well and 
good to smirk and come out with, “If 
you can’t stand the pace, don’t race” 
and this adage usually comes from 
someone who isn’t paying all the bills 
himself. But not considering the little 
guy won’t keep the sport growing. 

It wouldn’t hurt for manufacturers 
to give a customer a break either, by 
providing for purchase machinery that 
comes already equipped with the trick 
stuff a works machine has. Sure the cost 
of such a bike would be more than a 
stock model but a rider coughs up lots 
of money to fix something that the 
factory could do easily on their 
production line, not to mention paying 
for all the hand work that goes with 
porting changes, re-working the forks, 
frame modifications etc. 

I know I’m not the only one who is 
aware of this, but this is my column so I 
can say it again even if it has been 
written about already. On most stock 
models the rear suspension on 
motocross models leaves much to be 
desired, Last year all works racers came 
with the shocks mounted in the middle 
of the swinging arm to increase wheel 
travel, The replica you buy has the 
shock at the end of the arm and to get 
the superior handling you have to do 
quite a bit of welding and fiddling 
around and maybe even replace the 
swinging arm. The works bikes used the 
center mounting all last season, but this 
year we have yet to see this system put 
onto a consumer model, one available to 
the general public. (Possibly because it 
is harder to ride and to set up for the 
individual rider...Ed.) 








A bike that seems to have lost it’s 
popularity for a bit because the public 
always seems to start buying what the 
winners are riding, not always thinking 
that what they're buying isn’t exactly 
what the winner is on, is the CZ. But CZ 
had a nice little list of all the goodies 
you could get from them, made 
specifically for the job to increase 
performance. Hodaka has a racing kit 
too. Sure you had to buy these but they 
worked and didn’t put so much of a 
strain on the engine that they blew or 
became unreliable. Too often this 
happens when amateur mechanics try to 
out-do the factory. 

So we’d like to see a major effort 
made to keep the cost of racing down 
on the dirt scene as it is kept down in 
production road racing. The system 
works and people who show promise on 
production equipment usually get 
offered modificed stuff and sponsorship 
of some kind when the time is ready for 
them to move up. This system worked 
in sports cars, as I said earlier, until 
money came on the scene. The point 
that I really want to get across here is 
that starting in the production class 
where a lot of money wasn’t needed to 
keep you competitive gave many a 
driver his start to much better things. It 
gave us an American World Champion in 
Formula One, Phil Hill: We seem to be a 
bit short of them now as starting a 
career of car racing in the so-called 
production class now costs more money 
than you'd care to think about. 

We'd like to see an American 250 or 
500 World Motocross Champion more 
than anything. What better way to get 
people in to racing than to establish a 
stock production class in dirt bikes. 
Other speed sports have, and we’re 
behind times there. Dwell on it a bit and 
if you agree, then let our AMA 
Congressman Lynn, Wineland know so 
he can bring this up next time the 
Congress meets.

Feet on the pegs (oops!)

In this day 


and age of over- 


specialized “‘single-purpose”’ bikes, 
it is a refreshing change to nde a 
motorcycle that is comfortable in 


any setting, whether racing or trail 
riding with the family. After your 
first ride on a DKW you'll know 
the meaning of well-balanced, 
forging handling. The engine 
compliments the chassis and suspension 
by having an adequate amount of power 
for any situation. If there is a spark in 
you that wants to be a Tom Brooks, 
there are plenty of avenues toward 
making this engine a fire breather — 
with good longevity. Who needs those 
two-lap hand grenade engines, anyway? 

Like any bike, the DKW has its 
faults. The many neutrals in the gearbox 
are legend but easily remedied with a 
shift kit, or some precision adjustment. 
The footpegs are the other problem but 
until now, you were stuck with them 
until you sold the bike. Unfortunately 
for DKW pilots, few (if any) accessory 
pegs are made for these fine bikes. The 
older models had “‘Maico-type” tubular 
pegs which were extremely slippery and 
prone to bending. The later flat-style 
pegs have a little more “tooth” but are 
still marginal under wet conditions and 
bend or cause the mounting tab to bend 
when impacted. 

The stock pegs (either type) are 
welded to steel tabs which, in turn, bolt 
on to serrated tubular frame extensions, 
The tabs are approximately three inches 
long and bend easily when hit because 
of their extreme length. In addition to 
this the pegs are a bit low leading to 
discolored toes, ankles, etc., when said 
parts contact the ground! Many a Deek 
has returned from an off-road sortie 
with pegs bent back at unnatural angles.

Venice, California, has come up with -a 
solution to the DKW footpeg dilemma. 
He cuts one inch off the tab then welds 
on a chrome-moly peg mount identical 
to that of a Husqvarna. With the mount 
to accept Husky pegs you now have a 
wide choice — practical steel, sexy 
aluminum, or exotice $$$ titanium! 
Jere can supply Webco pegs (steel) with 
the modification but if you desire other 
types, that’s your choice. 

The newly installed pegs are now 
approximately one inch higher and 
moved one inch to the rear, Your DKW 
will now feel much lighter and lofting 
the front end will require only very 
subtle movements of throttle and body

raises, puts back, and gives teeth 
to your DKW pegs. 


weight. Kind of like someone slipped a 
250cc engine in your bike while you 
weren’t looking. Your paranoia about 
rocks should now disappear as you have 
a super-sturdy set of pegs below you 
with the added bonus of being higher. 

The fare for all this trickery is 
extremely reasonable. For $18 
(American), Jere will modify your 
mounts for the Husky pegs. If you wish 
to utilize the great, toothy, 
boot-grabbing Webco pegs he can supply 
these for an additional $8.95. Send the 
peg mounting tabs and the proper 
amount (no cash please!) to 
Fabrication, 635 Crestmoore Place, 
Marina Del Ray, California, 90291. 
Remember to add return postage and 
California residents tack on 5% for our 
Governor.

Marland & Cota cool Reche Canyon

RECHE CANYON, CAL., JAN. 27 
This year, it is going to take some 
competitive riding to move out of 
the Novice class in A.T.A. trials. 
For the Plonkers’ season opener at 


Reche Canyon, there were 23 Ex- 
perts, 24 Amateurs, 25 Kids, — 
and 104 Novices. Since transfer 
points are only paid down through 
10th place, a Novice had to ride in the 
upper 10% of his class just to pick up 
one point. It takes 30 points to transfer 
to Amateur. This is definitely going to 
be an interesting year. 

The club laid out 17 sections on a 
four mile loop through steep hill and 
canyon country: east of Riverside. 
Novices rode seven sections, three loops. 
Amateurs and Experts rode eight 
sections, four loops. The kids had a 
special loop of their own near the 
campsite. For grins, the club threw a 
bicycle trials Saturday. 

The trail between sections was itself 
a trap, in spots. Occasionally there was a 
panoramic view of the smogless San 


Berdoo basin below, providing one 


could break concentration from the 
trail. This wasn’t easy. Since some trials 
riders fancy themselves motocross stars 
between sections, attention was divided 
between staying on the trail and 
avoiding being run over. 

Novices had a relatively easy time of 
it in their first three traps; then 
suddenly — bad news Section Seven, a 
series of tight turns over loose rocks 
with bigger rocks for natural gates. Lots 
of lost forward motion and other forms 
of disaster. For the web-footed, Novice 
Section 12 and Expert-Amateur Section 
13 had mud and water hazards. Number 
12 became something of an Expert 
section when one large rock shifted 
down into the mud-filled ditch. It was 
just right to pinch the cases if you rode 
around it. The only route was over it, 
and even an itinerant Expert failed to 
clean it. 

The real ‘case-basher was Expert 
Section Ten, It was a_near-vertical 
multi-stage rock step with a badly 
broken up lip. Those who survived this 
still had to wiggle their cases through a 
cut between rocks and make a tight 
turn. The only man to really conquer 
this trap was German champion Felix 
Krahnstover, riding the trial as a guest. 
The giant German (6§’-8”, 250 Ib.) 
recorded a three, a one, and two fives. 


His one-mark second loop ride was an 
exercise in brute strength, according to 
one section judge. He cleaned the rock 
step entirely, banked the front wheel 
off a rock slope, and then took one 
massive prod to un-stick his wheels from 
the narrow cut. On later loops, the 
section broke up so as to become nearly 
unridable. 

Marland Whaley cleaned 22 sections 
to win the Expert class. Top puffer 
Debbie Evans rode to sixth Amateur. œ

sections, Bernie could pull no better 
than third Expert. 

One Novice who got it together was 
Matt Pritchard, who dropped just one 
mark for the whole Novice trial. He did 
it in Novice Section 10, on the first 
loop, which was a good place to do it. 
What’s more amazing is that he cleaned 
Novice Section 14 three times going. 
This was a stream bed traverse with one 
log jump, lots of head-size boulders, and 
one slippery rock step with two big 
rocks acting as a natural gate. 

Further upstream were consecutive 
Expert sections 12 and 13. Watching 
Marland Whaley work through here gave 
some clue to two of his strong points. 
The first is thoroughness. Walking the 
section, he tested each rock with his 
foot, so that when he came through, he 
knew which ones would roll under his 
front wheel and which ones would hold 
firm, The second is ability to recover 
out of trouble. He had just cleaned 12, 
and going directly into 13, the Cota’s 
front wheel went into a hole and butted 
square into a big rock, The impact 
threw Whaley forward, almost over the 
bars, yet he managed to plant one foot, 
haul the front end up, and regain 
control in one smooth motion. 

The traps stayed firm most of the 
day (How much erosion can you get on 
rocks?), the net effect was lots of 
people coming in with horrible scores 
but huge grins. To top off a fun day, 
some novice spectator asked Marland if 
the big “M” on- his coveralls meant he 
rode for McDonald’s! You deserve a 
break to-da-y-y-y... .

Clear skies, crisp fresh air, and 
moist ground was the setting for 
the first round of the California 
State Trials Championship. This 
trial, organized by P.I.T.S.’ Derek 
Belvoir, went off without any of 
the usual hassles.

Two of thesecleaned it once 
each, and Steve Darrow (Mon) cleaned 
it three times in a row. For this display 
of consistency, Steve won the Lane

Traps eight, nine, and ten were 
located in a beautiful clearwater creek 
where slippery, submerged rocks were 
the main hazard.

HOUSTON, TEX., FEB, 2 

Four time World Speedway Cham- 
pion Ivan Mauger rode to an im- 
pressive victory in the American 
Round of the World Champions 
Series. Mauger defeated fellow 
New Zealander and four time 
World Speedway Champion Barry 
Briggs, Swedish five time World 
Speedway Champion Ove Fundin and 
American Speedway Champion Mike 
Bast in the Yamaha Speedway Classic. 

The Speedway event climaxed a 
three day Yamaha Gold Cup 
extravaganza which included the 
Houston TT/Short Track Nationals. The 
Speedway Spectacular was put together 
by Barry Briggs and Ivan Mauger to 
introduce to speedway fans around the 
world a show bringing together the 
cream of the top World Speedway 
Riders in competition against the host 
country’s best. In the U.S. round the 
match also had another purpose; that of 
introducing the sport to fans in a part of 
the country where Speedway is 
nonexistent. 

Mike Bast, SRA American Speedway 
Champion and a top choice to represent 
the U.S. in the World Championship 
Semifinals, led the American 
contingent. Bast also led the scorers in 
qualifying for the semi-finals with 
“Wild” Bill Cody, another top speedway 
rider on the California circuit, scoring 
second best. Although Bast and Cody 
were the only Americans to advance to 
the semifinals, teammates Sonny 
Nutter, Mike Curoso, and Danny 
“Berserko” Becker, and Williams turned 
in class rides. “Berserko” berserked it 
once too often and ended up eating a 
haybale after tangling with Fundin in 
one of the heats leaving reserve rider Ed 
Williams to ride the remaining rounds. 

New Zealanders Briggs and Mauger led 
the World Champions Team with Ove 
Fundin, English start stars Ray Wilson 
and Terry Betts; German Champion 
Josef Angermuller, and Polish Superstar 
Zenon Plech rounding out the powerful 
team. 

The fifteen elimination heat system, 
allowing each rider five rides against the 
opposition, transferred, in scoring order, 
Bast, Cody, Plech, Fundin, Wilson, 
Mauger, Briggs and Angermulle to the 
Semis. 

Match one was a Briggs/Mauger duel

They then went out on the guarter-mile track and performed some pretty snazzy stunts themselves. 


for the entire four lap race with a lead 
swap on almost every straight; the 
important one going to Briggs. Match 
two ended with a bit of excitement as 
Bast over took Fundin at the flag after 
breaking the tapes on the start; an 
automatic disqualification. Bast pleaded 
mechanical malfunction of his clutch 
hand, was fined $50 and allowed to race 
the Yamaha Speedway Classic Final. 

A combination of thirteen World and 
one American Speedway Championship 
titlists faced the starting gate as the 
match went off with Mauger getting a 





good hole shot and holding off 
determined charges by Briggs and 
Fundin. Bast found himself somewhat 
outclassed, Mauger led Briggs, Fundin 
and Bast to the flag for an exciting 
climax to the only American Round of 
the World Champions Series. 

Bast, although finishing fourth in the 
final, and Bill Cody, who was defeated 
in the Semi event, proved that American 
riders can race on a level with the world 
class riders although we still have a long 
way to go before an American Briggs or 
Mauger comes along. .

The stage was set for the National. 
Introduction of Mike Gerald in the pole 
position, by virtue of his fast heat time, 
drove the pro-Gerald crowd absolutely 
bananas. Joining Gerald on the front 
row were Crump, Buckles, Hansen, 
Horton, McCaul and Lee, with the back 
row occupied by Morrison, Hank Scott, 
Roberts, Palmgren, Salley, and Hateley. 

At the drop of the green flag, Gerald 
and Hansen took up the one-two 
positions and by the end of the second 
lap there was no question that Team 
Honda would occupy the two highest 
steps on the victory circle podium. 

Hansen wanted to return to the top 
step he had occupied the night before, 
keeping the pressure on Gerald for the 
entire twenty laps. Gerald circled the 
‘Dome’s track, holding the inside line 
thus holding off Hansen’s charge. The 
Louisisana contingent was absolutely 
hysterical as they watched their favorite 
son never more off that inside line 
despite some wheel-banging from his 
teammate. 

Tom Horton, aboard a Shell Motors 
Yamaha, prepared by John Reed held 
third place for the length of the race 
over Roger Crump. Behind the 
front-running four was last year’s 
winner, Kenny Roberts. Roberts 
worked his way up to fifth from the 
back row, passing Hateley, McCaul and 
Palmgren. The latter three in reverse 
order, took six-seventh-eighth positions, 

The sound of the bike was 
completely drowned out by the crowd 
for the last several laps. When Gerald 
received the checkered flag, and his 
third national and first Astrodome win, 
all hell broke loose. After touring the 
track for one more lap, accompanied by 
the checkered, Gerald stopped at the 
start/finish line, proceeded to remove 
his gloves and helmet and threw them 
up into his 7000-man cheering section. 

Gerald was interviewed by Bruce 
Brown for Wide World of Sports and 
then proudly climbed to the top step of 
the victory podium where he received 
his trophy and wreath. He. immediately 
announced that Honda won the Yamaha 
Gold Cup and thanked Honda’s John 
Blum, Honda’s Doug Schwerman, his 
wife Wanda, James Wright, Bob Mercer 
of Southern Electric, his long time 
supporters: Goodyear, and “the greatest 
fans in the world.” His fans should 
thank him, for “‘coon-ass” did them 
proud. e

The TT: Hansen, 
Roberts & Kidd

HOUSTON, TX., FEB. 1 

Under the watchful gaze of the 
Astrodome scoreboard which 
flashed “Be cool, save fuel, ride a 
motorcycle,” all night long, Dave 
Hansen, sponsored by Champion 
Frames, held off a final lap blitz 
by defending grand national cham- 
pion Kenny Roberts to write yet 
another chapter in the Astrodome TT 
Cinderella story, Triumph-mounted 
Hansen led the race from the start and 
coolly held off the asaults of Mike Kidd 
and then Roberts to score an impressive 
victory as over thirty thousand 
emotional fans screamed for Roberts to 
avenge his last year’s loss on the same 
track, Roberts slashed his way through 
the field after a mediocre start put 
him out of the lead pack. Roberts also 
avoided a first-lap pileup between Dave 
Aldana and James Rawls that left Rawls 
pinned in the hay bales with his Harley’s 
engine blubbering to a alt inches from 
his head. Aldana rejoined the race but 
was never in contention. 

The real excitement was up front as 
Triumph factory rider Mike Kidd set 
out after Dave Hansen at about the 
same time that Roberts was getting past 
Gary Scott’s Harley. Although Kidd 
tried every trick he knew and rode his

big twin like a lightweight 
short-tracker, Roberts continued to 
whittle away at the corners and gain a 
foot here and a few-inches there until he 
was right on Kidd’s rear tire. Mike 
didn’t give in easily and kept Roberts at 
bay in the night’s longest battle for 
position. Finally on the nineteenth lap 
Kidd got into the outside cushion of the 
sweeper and Roberts rode the inside blue 
groove past him into second place. 

The Roberts-Kidd clash had been an 
adrenalin pumper as the crowd of 
partisan Texans cheered on Robert’s 
come from behind dash and Kidd’s 
determined effort to hold onto second 
place and become the highest-placing 
Texan in Dome TT history. 

With only six laps to go everyone but 
Roberts felt the race was over as Hansen 
rode confidently and smoothly many 
bike lengths out in front. But Roberts 
somehow found more speed and 
traction than ever before and soon was 
forcing Hansen into a desperate ride for 
survival. 

With Kidd out of a winning chance 
the fans were cheering and stomping for 
Roberts, Kenny made his supreme 
effort on the final lap coming out of the 
tight left-hander which led onto the 
sweeper front straight. Hansen went 
into the corner smoothly but left a tad 
wider than before. Roberts saw his 
chance, threw his bike sideways and 
slashed to the inside line. It was a 
beautiful move that almost worked, but 
Hansen wasn’t cowed and fought back 
and defeated Roberts by less than two 
bike lengths at the flag. 

In the heat races, John Hateley pulled 
a spectacular win over Gary Scott in the 
second heat. Hateley wowed the crowd 
with Lackey like sky shots while 
James Rawls muscled his dual-disced 
Harley into a secure third place behind 
Scott and ahead of Chuck Joyner. 
Kenny Roberts ran away with his heat 
as Don Castro crashed on the first lap 
and Tom White, carrying Robert’s old 
number 80, pulled a well-deserved 
second place over Dave Aldana. The 
final heat was full of action as Mike 
Kidd got a beautiful hole shot into the 
first turn. Behind Kidd, everything went 
haywire. When the dust cleared Rex 
Beauchamp was looking at a gaping hole 
in his tank with fuel pouring out on the 
ground. Buddy Powell ran out of the 
pits with a roll of duck tape and 
patched the puncture as flagmen stood 
by with fire extinguishers in hand. On 
the restart Rick Hocking took the lead 
with Mike Kidd in second place. 
Hocking led the first few laps but Kidd 
soon passed and John Gennai charged 
into third and began pressing Hocking. 
Gennai flew past Hocking on the jump 
approach on lap seven and began 
moving away as Hocking’s Yamaha 
started to blow smoke. 

In Semi action Mark Brelsford ran 
away with the first one.on a restart 
following a getoff by Gene Romero. 
Randy Scott took the second event with 
ease, The trophy race was a walk-over 
from Chuck Joyner and Sonny Burres 
who held the lead positions from start 
to finish, Jimmy Lee provided the race 
with a banzai blitz from a poor start to 
third place at the checkered flag. Lee 
might have gone farther had he not been 
plagued with loose handlebars that tried 
to fold under when he landed off the 
jump. 

The Roberts-Hansen clash was the 
highlight of a program that lacked the 
mind-snapping tension and emotional 
drain of previous years. The condition 
of the track was a definite factor. In the 
past the track had always been rough 
with many ripples and chuck holes 
which made for exciting but very 
dangerous racing. This year the AMA 
brought in Harold Murrell, the Ascot 
King, who turned the jagged top soil 
into surface as smooth as a baby’s 
behind. .

It looks like John is out 
to do the same thing as a road racer, 
running third to Bevans in the 250 
Expert G.P. class on his very first outing 
on his just-acquired 250 water cooled 
Yamaha.

He kept his BMW going 
for the distance, but Cook was in 
absolutely no danger of catching flying 
Fred Walti on his beautiful and 
screaming Z-1 Kawasaki, Fred led 
wire-to-wire. Off the line during the 
drag race for turn one, it was absolutely 
no contest. As they came around the 
tower down into turns five and six, 
Walti had a thirty bike-length lead over

Bob Endicott on his Honda. On the 
second lap, it appeared as if Endicott 
was pulling up on Walti, but Bob must 
have been close to ten-tenths, as the 
Honda got into a real tank slapper up in 
the esses and scattered Honda and 
Endicott in all directions. Later, Neilson 
said Endicott is the only man he knows 
that could get off that hard and walk 
away from it. 

John Volkman completed another 
Yamaha sweep by winning the 
combined 500 and Open Expert G.P. 

Fred Walti ran the Kawasaki in 
this class, in fact leading for three laps 
before pulling in for shock adjustments 
for preparation in the Open Production 
Race.

395 Motocross

ADELANTO, CAL., JAN. 27 


It was a sunny and brisk day here 
as the Desert Phantoms’ 
monthly motocross got off to a 


exiting start. 


The course set for the day’s 
racing was long (1 mile), super 
fast, and challenging. Despite the 
course’s flatness, it had some 
interesting features, one being a sharp 
left hand turn dubbed “Yucca Dew 
Corner”.

The 125 class started out their first 
moto with what would turn out to be a 
day long, three-way battle between 
Wade Daniel (Suz), Tyrone Brown (Suz) 
and Terry Smith (Hon). These kids 
diced it out for the lead in every moto, 
but at the end it was always Wade first, 
then Tyrone, then Terry. 

The 250s ran next, and there were 
more riders in this class than in any 
other one with two rows of 25 bikes.

Turtles 
attacked! 


BAKERSFIELD, CAL., JAN. 22 

A desert tortoise preserve, north 
of California City, has been pro- 
posed by the Bureau of Land 
Management to help insure the 
preservation of a protected and 
diminishing desert species. 

The area would be the only 
sanctuary in the United States for 
the protection of the desert tortoise, 
California’s State Reptile. It consist of 
some of the best habitat in the tortoises’ 
range. 

The desert tortoise can only exist 
under ideal conditions where habitat 
and temperature are compatible. They 
are capable of living to a ripe old age, 
but have a very slow reproduction rate. 
The desert tortoise is fully protected 
under California State Law. 

The preservation of this area is 
important in order to stop current 
activities that are causing a decline in 
the tortoise population. There are now 
about 900 to 1300 tortoises per square 
mile here, but their numbers are rapidly 
declining because of pressures from 
increased desert usage. In other parts of 
their range populations average 30 per 
square mile. Besides being illegally 
collected, shot, and run over by 
vehicles, the tortoises” burrows are being 
crushed and their forage destroyed. 

Effective November 1, 1973 the 
Bureau of Land Management’s interim 
critical management program for 
recreational vehicle use on the 
California Desert closed the proposed 
desert tortoise preserve to all 
recereational vehicle travel. Effective 
protection and non-use will depend 
largely on the cooperation of vehicle 
users. The area remains open to all 
foot-travel. .

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The perils of non-enduro riding and 
incurring the wrath of Preston Petty 


The enduro 


There 


is no full report on the 


Prospector’s Gold Rush Enduro 
this week because rider number 


67B (me) got disqualified for be- 


ing over an hour late at the start- 
ing line. Two other 67’s and my- 
self were headed for Barstow tow- 
ing our bikes behind a faithless 
Chevy Vega. About 20 miles north of 
San Bernardino, the Vega started pump- 
ing water into various combustion 
chambers, burning valves and other such 
unpleasant, expensive nonsense. So 
when our number left, we were still 70 
miles away with no wheels. The car 
itself is still halfway up Cajon Pass. 

Here are a few secondhand remarks 
on the run from Paul Flanders, the 


fourth man on our number who actually 
got to the event in time to ride it. He 
says it was a pretty decent enduro with 
the normal enduro-ish things like time 
and distance measurement well done. 


The run had a remote gas stop, 
something that is a bit unusual for 
Southern California enduros but the 
Prospectors had gas there for those who 
had no pit crew to take it out for them. 

The first half of the run had a 
number of speed changes and one 
section of about 6.6 miles that was 
designated as free territory. The first 
four miles of that section were a banzai 
desert race, but then came a sandhill 
that gave quite a few riders some 
problems. Next came a tight canyon of 
the one-at-a-time-no-pushing variety. In 
it were several drop-offs up to four 
feet(!) high. The approved technique 
was to push your bike off and then 
scramble down after it. 

With that bottleneck, everyone was a 
bit jumpy because they didn’t know 
what was coming next, but it turned out 
that the Prospectors had allowed plenty 
of time in the section and at the end of 
the “free territory” most riders had a 
few minutes left to rest. Paul said he 
wished he had the beer concession at 
that point! 

Apart from the “free territory,” the 
averages were pretty tight, according to 








Paul, who lost six points on the run. 
The run started at Harvard offramp of 
the Barstow freeway and gradually 
made its way to Razor Road, which 
some may remember as the first gas stop 
of the Barstow-to-Vegas Hare and 
Hound, Along the way, the Prospectors 
even inclided a couple of water 
crossings; no mean feat in the middle of 
the desert. 

The return run from Razor Road 
had only one speed average: 30 MPH. 
The course followed the first leg of the 
Barstow-to-Vegas race (in reverse). At 
30 MPH, the difference between a 
Hare-and-Hound and an enduro became 
a bit blurred. Anyone who could 
average 30 MPH from Barstow to ‘Vegas 
could certainly trophy. Anyway, it 
sounded like a swell enduro and I’m 
sorry I missed it. There are rumors that 
Mike Adams might have won 
sweepstakes trophy with a loss of one 
point. 

Preston Petty 

The columns that I write are 
generally designed to be controversial; 
to make people think about selected 
issues and discuss them. The title of the 
column “Gambit” is meant to imply 
controversiality. Consequently, when 
people do think about the column 
topics enough to write to the paper, 
whether they agree with me or disagree, 
I’m happy. I’ve achieved what I set out 
to do; making people think about issues. 

I don’t generally like to respond to 
readers because that sort of thing 
quickly gets out of hand and, becomes 
uninteresting for other readers. Besides, 
having regular access to space in the 
paper gives me an unfair advantage. It 
usually is best to toss my issue in the 
ring „and then take the bouquets or 
brickbats as they come, without 
response. 

In the case of Preston Petty’s 
editorial response, however, I’m going 
to make an exception for several 
reasons. First of all, he’s big enough in 
the industry that I don’t feel like I’m 
picking on someone unfairly. If he 
really wants to respond, he has enough 
money to buy his own newspaper and 
he already writes for one of the 
monthly magazines as well. Secondly, 
Preston was not so much responding to 
what I wrote as attacking me personally. 

In his first paragraph, Preston 
accuses me of poor taste, quoting from 
an article that I wrote in August of 
1971! Apparently he’s been a fan for a 
long time. The article was based on an 
interview with Gene Cannady, who was 
then preparing for the ISDT. Gene is a 
fellow that I like and admire greatly and 
my article reflected this, even perhaps, 
to sounding a bit like a fan magazine 
article. Gene Cannady, however, is very 











difficult to get to know. He ventures 
few opinions. His house, or at least the 
part of it that I saw, was extremely 
impersonal with none of the things 
scattered around that tell what a person 
likes or thinks. 

Trying to convey this closed aspect 
of Gene’s personality, I said in part, that 
“the living room we were in could 
have been rented intact from Abbey 
Rents. There were no trophies, no 
souvenirs of Gene’s profession, few 
books, not even any toys. ...”” Preston 
misquoted both in fact and in context, 
doing both me and Gene Cannady a 
disservice. People reveal themselves not 
only by their choice of living room 
furnishings, but also by the furnishings 
of their mind. Digging up a three 
year-old story in order to misrepresent a 
person reveals much more than a living 
room, 

Preston goes on to make an 
impassioned plea for the oil industry, a 
bit of nonsense I won’t bother with. 
Anyone interested in the logic of 
Preston’s case can read the L.A. Times. 
In this Sunday’s L.A. Times, the center 
spread of the editorial pages is 
headlined, Should the U.S. get into the 
oil business? The L.A. Times made 
many of the same points that I did, 
albeit some three weeks later. By 
inference, then, Preston finds the L.A. 
Times to represent “limited intellect” 
and to be “distasteful” as well. Preston 
goes on tosuggest that I might write for 
the “‘Russian edition of Cycle News.” If 
criticizing the oil industry makes me a 
Communist, I’m going to have plenty of 
company in Russia, including about 
three-fourths of the United States 
Congress. 

Preston accuses me of being an 
improper “guiding factor in the 
development of the proper attitude 
toward business that our young people 
need to have.” Since Preston is a 
businessman, I know what kind of 
attitude he would like our young people 
to have. However, I challenge the notion 
that it is an attitude that our young 
people either need or want. 

Finally, Preston says that “This 
country grew from virtually nothing to 
the most powerful and productive 
country the world has ever known. This 
is because it had more freedom (fewer 
government controls) and fewer 
bureaucratic mechanisms than any other 
major country in the world.” Preston, 
you are wrong. 

This country, 300 years ago, was a 
very rich country with great natural 
resources, many species of wildlife, 
clean air, and clean water. It was 
populated by people who lived in 
harmony with their environment, To 
say it was “virtually nothing” is slander 
even a Russian Communist wouldn’t 
make, The businessman has indeed 
made this country very powerful and 
productive, but the cost has been pretty 
high, from the slaughtered buffalo to 
the slaughtered Vietnamese to 


oil-polluted waters off Santa Barbara. 
The businessman, though, doesn’t mind. 
After he makes his mess and his profits 
he moves his family out of the mess and 
into the suburbs. How do you like 
Oregon, Preston?

enduro’s just a 
four-letter word!)

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., FEB. 3 
Over 1200 riders turned out for 
the United Racing Association’s 
Frosty Cactus Enduro, twice what 
the URA expected. The riders had 
come to play the enduro game, 
and those C riders who thought 
the first 30-mile loop was a snap 
learned what it was all about on 
the second 35. 

The first loop was designed with the 
rank Beginner in mind, being mostly flat 
with a few minor hills, a shot-up old car 
and abandoned mines for scenery that 
everyone had to time to enjoy, coupled 
with an easy and slightly 
downhill-and-twisty rockwash. Much of 
the loop was run on things that would 
have been called fire roads if the desert 
was prone to catching on fire. Parked 
vans visible for miles marked checks 
“hidden” in shallow washes. The whole 
loop was on the order of 
ride-easy-then-wait-awhile. In fact, two 
boys on bicycles finished % of the 
course before the URA crew picked 
them up. It is nice to once in awhile 
have time to collect pretty rocks from 
piles of old silver’ mine tailings. 
Obviously, our minute didn’t drink 
enough wine Saturday night as we were 
a minute early to every check but one. 

The first-time riders who had it easy 
riding Kawasaki street 90s and the old 
style Yamaha 80s with trials tires on the 
first loop were in for a bit of a surprise 
if they left on the second loop. It, too, 
looked easy as it ran along a trail next 
to the new BLM Tortoise Preserve 
closed area. Then the trail narrowed, 
following the spine(!) of a small ridge, 
dropped down a loose and rocky hill, 
along another ridge, and down again to 
the first check. There was no way 
anyone could see that check from more 
than about twenty feet away, and, for 
some of the inexperienced it was hard 
even to stop for the check on the side of 
the loose downhill. 


That was, relatively speaking, 
nothing. What followed was shear terror 
if you lacked confidence. Some 


obviously did, as parked bikes and 
reclining riders everywhere attested. It 
was up a narrow canyon, down a narrow 
canyon. Dodge a rock, dodge a bike, 
dodge a rider. The length of the course 
URA put into a small area without 
redundancy was amazing. 

There were few sandwashes whooped 
up by earlier riders, some giant bumps 
they call “hummocks” next to a dry 





lake, then a nice flat stretch along the 
edge of the lake bed, Then it was back 
to the washes and canyons, ridge 
running, uphills and downhills, twisties 
and turnies, and good-traction uphills 
and downhills. It was easy to make up 
lost time here, which is what some 
people did. 

Included about the middle of the 
second loop was a hard-way/easy-way 
choice. While some riders thought the 
easy-way, consisting of a long series of 
sandy hills, was hard, others thought the 
hard-way wasn’t. It was simply a short 
and steep downhill with a few curves 
thrown in. There was supposed to be an 
extra point thrown in for taking the 
hard way. It would have been a wise 
choise, but the URA forgot to put a 
checker at the bottom of the hill. Oh, 
well... 

After more narrow canyons, 
bottlenecks built up. A cluster of 
puzzled riders at the bottom of a loose 
hill after a sharp left turn in the course 
made getting a good run at it difficult. 
Four strokes, big bores, or pushing were 
the hot set-ups. The biggest hill was 
farther along the course, but there was 
plenty of room for a good run at it, so it 
was noproblem.The rest of the course 
was more fast trails and canyons, then 
over a series of hills described by one 
rider as “giant, very well-spaced 
whoops.” 

The URA reports no problem (as 
usual with URA events) with the Bureau

of Land Management in obtaining 
course permits, probably because URA 
leaders follow BLM directions when 
filling out BLM forms. The course was 
very well marked and it was impossible 
to get lost except for one place very 
near the end, and then it was easy to get 
back on the trail. The cleanup crews 
were already working on the first loop 
while the second loop was still running. 
They did run out of finisher pins, but 
promised to mail them to finishers on 
late minutes, who missed out. They 


were pretty fine pins at that, and worth 
a wait. The overall organization was 
right fine, 

At some so-called “‘family” enduros, 
C riders come in and say to their 
buddies “OK, now let's go for a ride.” 
After finishing the Frosty Cactus, a 
rider felt like he had done something. 

At least two riders zeroed the course. 
If nothing went wrong it was not too 
hard to stay on time. The secret was to 
keep your bike from falling down a cliff 
upside down, among other things.

The running of the Second Annual 
Riverbottom Gran Prix and Funny 
Run was more successful than last 
year’s (We ran one in December). 


Good weather and a totally freak- 
ed tum-out made the day. The 
water truck, as provided by 
Dennis Kimball, made the track, 
in the opinion of many, better than the 
local MX-only track. Three motos of five 
laps each were run over the demanding 
terrain. VBA/Premium gas mix was 
provided for the racers by Rob Evans of 
Evans Standard Oil Distributors (Mesa, 
AZ), as was solvent and air cleaner oil 
for preventative maintainance. 

During practice, it became obvious 
that the Run had attracted many of the 
Vallee’s best riders. The soft, damp 
track had several very good berms 
building and dust, for a change, was no 
problem. Feelings that this would be a 
quick event were substantiated during 
the initial 125 race, where perennial 
favorite, John Elsinore was unable to 
hold off hard-charging Ted Williamson 
(Valley Cycle Center Husky) and David 
Coffer. In fact the combination of the 
light and quick 125s and the tight track 
presented a formidable challenge to the 
bigger bikes. Competition 
Dynamics-sponsored Robert Watt pulled 
a well-earned third 125 by vitrue of 
running all three motos; many good 
riders missed otherwise high final 
standings by arriving late.

The 250 class started with a full field 
and the expected happened when starter 
Pete Wekell dropped the flag: a bad 
pile-up at the 90-degree turn onto the 
track.

Gassing it with DRA.

RAND MOUNTAINS, CAL., JAN. 27 

The Desert Racing Association 
held its second hare scrambles of 
the year under ideal conditions in 
the mountains northeast of 
California City. I had hoped to be 
able to narrate more of the incred- 
ible adventures of your “Ace” 
reporter and sometime mo’sickle 
racer. You know the type of story: first 
overall, 100-yard wheelies across the 
finish line, feats of derring-do, and other 
B.S. (Bultaco Sweat!). I was psyched up 
for this one; high as the price of gas; 
really stoked by my good fortune of last 
week. However, Father Nature (He’s the 
bike freak in that ethereal family, 
doesn’t care for butter or margarine) 
brought me back to reality by infesting 
my front tire with a life and an appetitie 
of its own. It promptly ate its own inner 
tube, stem and all. The little glutton! 

I became dimly aware of this 
condition about the fifth time I fell 
while checking out the run to the bomb. 
Each fall was on a very easy turn and, 
while some have charitably described 
my riding style as “spastic,” I can 
usually manage more than 200 yards 
between crashes.

High school motocross. Intramural 
and interscholastic races held on 
school grounds. High school teams 
competing on professional MX 
courses, with cheerleaders, rooters, 
and concession stands. 

A few years ago, things like 
that were almost incomprehen- 
sible. Todan; they’re reality. 

e 


One of the most popular questions 
that question askers ask us these days is, 
“How can we put on a motocross at our 
high school?” That’s what this is all 
about. 

Lets suppose that youre a high 
school student and racer who would like 
to have a high school motocross at your 
school. The first thing to do is to gather 
support. Get together a bunch of your 
friends and get a rough idea of what you 
want to do. The next step, according to 
Ned McNabb, Dean of Faculty at Serra 
High School (which held a motocross in 
1973), is to get an aly in the 
administration, Pick out an 
administrator or teacher who is likely to 
be sympathetic to your cause. Convince 
them that you idea will work, and that 
other schools have made such programs 
work. With luck, they’ll help you carry 
your plan farther. 

Two questions are likely to come up 
immediately. First, where will the race 
be held, and second, what liabilities are 
involved. 


The track 

Up to this date, the schools that have 
held successful motocrosses have done 
so on school grounds, usually on 
athletic fields. If you plan to do the 
same, you will have to convince the 
school athletic director that your race 
will not ruin his fields and/or track. 
Most of the school tracks have been 
basically flat (in the SoCal tradition) 
with piles of trucked-in dirt for berms 
and jumps. At Serra High, a giant tarp 
that had once been used to cover the 
hardwood gym floor was cut up and 
used under jumps built on the cinder 
track. A mudhole was dug in the grassy 
area bordering the track. Corners and 
berms were built up on the grassy field 
areas. After the race the same hordes of 
student volunteers that built the track 
disassembled it, removing the jumps and 
tarps, filling in the mudhole, and taking 
away the berms. All the dirt was 
consolidated into a giant pile in a 
far-flung corner of the school, and will 
be used next year for another MX. After 
raking the cinder track and seeding the 
mudhole, the place was as good as new. 

At Inglewood High School, (the first 
high school to ever hold an on-campus 
MX), the entire course was built on the 
grassy practice field at the school. 
Jumps were built with dumped dirt. The 
track was extremely flat and slick. (If it 
had been vertical and slick it would have 
been just like the real thing, but that’s 
only a pipe dream when you talk about 
high school MX.) Since all that was 
needed was to rake up the loose dirt 
after removing the jumps, damage was 
non-existent. 

If your athletic director has any 
doubts, have him call Ned McNabb at 
Serra High School, (213/644-3332), or 
Bob Hoffman, Assistant Principal at 
Inglewood High 213/673-3110 
Extension 308-9. (Hoffman also puts 
out a package of high school MX 
information with sample forms and 
letters. You can get it free by writing 
him at Inglewood High School, 231 S. 
Grevillea, Inglewood, CA. 90301.) 

Another idea is to hold your race at 
an established motocross facility in your 
area and bus in student spectators. 
That’s just what San Marino High 
School and Arcadia High School will be 
doing at Irwindale Raceway February 
14. It will cost the schools about $300 
for track preparation fees. Irwindale 
Raceway is not charging for track 
rental. Whether or not other schools 
might be able to get such a deal out of 
Irwindale or tracks in their area remains 
to be seen. Irwindale Raceway can be 
reached at 213/334-4949. 

Liabilities 

Another big consideration, after 

you’ve worried about where to hold the 


























race, is how to avoid getting sued dry if 
something goes wrong. There are 
basically two ways to handle this aspect 
of high school racing. The first way is to 
do: what Inglewood High School did. 
Bob Hoffman, Assistant Principal, sent 
out forms to parents explaining that 
each student entered in the race must be 
covered by his own medical insurance, 


The parents also had to sign a “liability 
release” absolving the school of any 
liability claims resulting from accidents 
during the MX. It should be pointed out 
that while such a method has been used, 
under the laws of some states liability 
releases are relatively easy to overturn. 

Serra High School did it another, 
more secure, way. The school contacted 
the Continental Motosports Club 
(CMC), a professional racing 
promoter/sanctioning company, and 
bought an insurance package. CMC will 
supply a school with a package 
including $100,000 liability coverage 
and $3,000 individual rider 
medical/death coverage (which pays 
100% of expenses over $100) for about 
$170. A $1,000,000 liability package 
with the medical/death coverage raises 
the price to about $220. Medical/death 
coverage alone can be bought for about 
$130. To be eligible for such insurance, 
each competitor in the event, whether 
intra or inter school, must join the CMC 
for a $7 membership fee. 

The CMC can be contacted at 
714/557-3323 or by mail at Box 1402, 
Costa Mesa, CA, 92626. š 

Of course, every rider should be 
required to wear a helmet and heavy 
protective clothing (preferably leathers) 
so they won’t get too dinged up if they 
over cook it. You may have to make 
this clear to some riders, as people who 
do not race outside of school will want 
to try it at a school MX. 

Ambulance 

While you’re thinking about crashes 
and liability, you’ll have to also think 
about first aid treatment. The best thing 
to do is to hire an ambulance. Serra 
High School got a good deal out of a 
local ambulance service and it only cost 
them about $30. Inglewood got an even 
better deal, with a local company 
loaning them use of two ambulances as 
a public service. (The ambulances did 
not have to roll at either school as there 
were no injuries, but get one to play it 
safe anyway.) If you do get a deal out 
of an ambulance firm, make sure that 
ample thanks are given to them in your 
program, pre-race publicity, and over 
your loudspeaker system, if any. 
Money 

There will be other costs, such as the 
case of beer Serra High School gave to 
the guy who used his skip loader to 
build their jumps, course flags, chalk for 
laying out the course, posters, etc. What 
can you do about raising that money? 
You could try the usual high school 
type money raising things like the pep 
clubs do. What Serra High School did 
was convince American Honda (with the 
help of Serra graduate Dave Pessy) to 
donate twenty Honda jerseys. Then 
they went around to various places and 
asked for donations of $50. If a business 
donated, Serra silk screened the name of 
the business on the jerseys, thanked 
them in the program, over the 
loudspeaker, etc. Cycle News, MX 
Action Magazine, Hockie’s, KFI radio, 
Curnutt shocks, and the Serra student 
body all contributed, giving the Serra 
motocrossers six hits and fifty misses in 
their solicitation effort. Obviously, 
other schools should not try to hit up 
these same dudes for their program 
Serra did not charge an entry fee. All 
the individual students had to buy was a 
CMC license, and the eight or so 
students who already had a CMC license 
did not have to pay anything. 

Instead of trophies, Serra gol 
donations of MX equipment from local 
dealers and companies, and included 
their names on the program. Inglewood 
High School got local dealers to provide 
trophies for their race. Inglewood met 
other expenses with a $5 entry fee from 
each of forty racers participating. 

Another worry some would-be racing} 
high schools face is that of city zoning} 
laws. If for example, a high school MX) 
held with a CMC (professional) sanction 


lwas scheduled for a Saturday afternvon, 
then zoning would probably require a 
permit, according to McNabb of Serra 
High School. Of course, this could vary 
greatly according to locality, but it is 
something that McNabb had to face 
when he took the side of students 
wanting a race at Serra. However, if a 
race is called a “student assembly,” and 
held during school hours, then such 
permits are not required. Inglewood 
High School worked it the same way, 
calling it an assembly. 


Neighbors 

That brings us to another thing. What 
about neighbors? Anyone living near a 
high school usually learns to expect a 
lot of noise, but they may not expect a 
high school MX. At Serra, McNabb was 
worried that if he notified neighbors of 
the upcoming race, someone would get 
uptight and try to stop it. So he didn’t. 
The only repercussion was that some 
lady had hung out her wet laundry right 
before practice and when she came back 
out some time later, it was covered with 
dust from the track about 100 yards 
away. She was very angry when she 
contacted Serra High officials later. 

At Inglewood High School, Bob 
Hoffman took another approach. He 
sent out notices to neighbors that 
Inglewood would be holding an MX, 
and explained what it was. The notice 
thanked them in advance for putting up 

ith any noise they didn’t like. 
According to Hoffman, they had no 
problem with neighbors trying to halt it. 
They proved to be very tolerant of the 
idea, even if they didn’t understand it. 

Both schools limited practice. Both 
schools required mufflers or silencers on 
bikes. At Serra, entry was limited to 
students, graduates, and faculty. 
(McNabb was the only faculty membėr 

ho actually rode, though.) Inglewood 
restricted entry to students. 
Labor 

The labor for running the affair after 
building the track was supplied by the 

etterman’s Club at Inglewood and the 

otorcycle Club at Serra, along with 
olunteers. Volunteers at Inglewood 
guarded the track the night before the 

ent to prevent-vadalism and/or early 
practice. Getting volunteers should 
prove no problem, and both schools 
report converts to motorcycling after 
their races. 

Spectator control usually is set up so 
that non-race-involved students are kept 
off the course and out of the infield. At 
both Serra and Inglewood students were 
kept in bleachers for safety. 

General student body reaction was 
good at both schools. As McNabb 
pointed out, there was probably ten 
percent that thought it was stupid, but 
that’s about par for any type of high 
school assembly. 

Some schools may worry about being 
sure that a person who knows what 
hey’re doing runs their races. At Serra 
High Russ Darnell (of MX school fame) 

olunteered to run the event, with great 
success. But at Inglewood, students ran 
he whole show with no problem. There 
should be enough students at your 
school who know MX and can train 
some non-racers in running a race even 
f they themselves want to race in the 
vent. Inglewood had no problems with 
pit racers with students running the 
vent. Of course, neither did Serra with 
Darnell in command, 

alf time 
You might want to have an added 
attraction for a sort of “half time” 
show. At Serra High this came in the 
form of the editors of Motocross Action 
fagazine demonstrating some hot shoe 
action. Local dealer or distributor racing 
teams or hot shoe clubs could provide 
he same thing at your event, and pass 
on a few go-fast tips to the attendees. 
o! 
It doesn’t matter if you attend a 
private or a public school, you can still 
put on a high school MX. Other schools 
in both categories have done it (Serra is 
H parochial school, Inglewood a public 
chool), and your high school can do it 
oo, 
It will take about two or three 
onths to get it all together if you 
ustle. Start today by getting together a 
broup of your friends, and go see the 
administration about your own race, 
ou could be racing where the girls are 
ow practicing archery before the end 
pf the school year! 


A friend of mine recently purchased a 
1970 OSSA Stilleto. He was warned 
against using any kind of a kill button. 
He didn’t and consequently blew it up 
numerous times when the throttle 
stuck. Are these bikes that shouldn't be 
equipped with a kill button. If so, which 
ones? Why? What ts the solution?

Nameless. Whats the matter? Afraid 
your buddies will give you a hard time, 
or call you stupid because you ask a 
question? No question is stupid if you 
don’t know the answer. I don’t know of 
any bike that you can’t hook up a kill 
button to. The OSSA has a Motoplat 
ignition. Hook your button up to the 
blue colored wire. I would advise that 
you also replace the throttle cable so it 
won't stick, no matter what kind of kill 
button you use. If an engine free winds 
on you long enough, the electricity will 
be more than the kill button can handle, 
so you wind up with an engine in 
pieces. 


E.C., 

I have a Hodaka Super Rat and I’m 
very happy with it except for the 
shifting. The springs on the long shaft 
keep untwisting and then it won’t goin 
low gear. I’ve tried the Webco springs 
and they are better than stock but still 
only last about three races. I'll bet I can 
change shifter springs faster than any 
one in the world. It sure makes me mad 
when the dumb thing quits shifting in the 
middle of a race. Are there any other. 
kind of springs that I can use?

Sounds to me like you’re jumping on 
the shift lever a little too hard. Hodaka 
springs go away pretty fast but I’ve 
never heard of anyone eating them up 
that fast. There may be a solution for 
you, though. The Hodaka distributor 
for the Southern Calif. and Arizona, 
Tiger distributing Co., 653 West 
Broadway, Glendale, Calif. 91204, has 
just come out with a new spring. The 
part number is T-322 and they call them 
“Tiger Super Shifter Springs.” 

This spring has one less wind and is 
made out of heavier gauge wire. Your 
local Hodaka dealer can order them 
from Tiger or your can get them from 
us at Precision Cycle. Tiger put a set ina 
test bike about a year ago and it’s still 
shifting. They only cost $1.45 a set, so 
what have you got to lose? 


E.C., : 
I have a 125 Hodaka Wombat that I 
have been trail riding one year. Last 





weekend my buddy talked me into 
going to the motocross races and giving 
it a try. It was great, but everbody ran 
away from me on the straightaways. 
How much increase would I get if I 
went to a highcompression head anda 
larger carb? Mine has a 24mm and most 
of the MX bikes I have looked at have a 
28mm. Any help you can give me on 
getting better performance from my 
bike will be apprecwted but I don’t have 
much money to spend.

My first suggestion to you would be 
to get the “Combat Kit” top end for 
your Wombat. They are reasonably 
priced and would give a good increase in 
horsepower. If that is too expensive for 
you but you can do the grinding 
yourself, dig up a January 16, 1973 
issue of Cycle News West. I had a tech 
article in there with some porting specs 
that should work well for you. 

There is also considerably more info 
on Combats and Wombats that you may 
find interesting and helpful. Write to 
Pacific Basin Trading Co., Box 327, 
Athena, Oregon, 97813.

Keeping the present fuel shortage in 
mind, can you tell me what I can do to 
my street bike (gearing, jetting, tire 
pressures, etc.) and my driving habits to 
get better mileage.

Chuck, at least you have the right 
idea: ride your bike and leave your van 
at home. Gear your bike so that it just 
kind of settles in at 55 MPH for 
cruising. Don’t overgear. If you geared 
for 80, it will be lugging the engine at 
55 which will cause it to use more gas. 
As for jetting, don’t lean it down to save 
gas because you might stick it. Tire 
pressure: I wouldn’t run any more than 
the factory recommends because for 
what you would gain with harder tires, 
it won’t be worth what you sacrifice in 
safety through traction loss. Driving 
habits, just be cool. The freeways and 
streets are not race tracks. 


E.C., 

I would like your opinion regarding 
modification to improve the 
performance of the Honda Elsinore 125. 

1) There are a number of new 
high-performance two-stroke oils on the 
market, such as BelRay and Klotz, to 
mention a couple. Which have you had 
experience with and which would you 
recommend? 

2) For motocross competition, how 


many millimeters before top dead 
center should the ignition timing be set 
for best all- around performance? The 
factory recommends 1.5 and. Cycle 
magazine says 2.0. Which is best? 4 

3) Have you found any modifications 
to increase performance via simple 
piston cutting modifications? 

4) What advantages, if any, would a 
Wiseco piston offer over the standard 
piston/ring set up? 

5) About how much would it cost to 
have my top end treated with Kal-Gard? 

6) Which would be better for 
preserving the transmission life and 
descreasing friction. Kal-Gard or 
Microplating? What is the cost of 
micro-plating? 

7) As you know, the intake, exhaust, 
and transfer ports are bridged. Would it 
be to my advantage to bevel the leading 
edges of these bridges to a knife-like 
sharpness? 

8) would there be any value to 
stuffing the crank or having it balanced?

1) Recommending oils is a touchy 
problem. I’ve never used BelRay or 
Klotz, but I've heard they’re both good 
oil’s. I use Blendzall for my high 
winders or BTTW riders; Poly-Oside or 
High Point for the other 85% of racing 
and trailriding. 

2) The CR engine is made to rev, so 
set the timing at 1.5mm for increased 
top end. If you want a little more 
torque, set it at 2.0. A rule of thumb 
is-For more torque, advance the timing; 
for more revs, retard it just a little. 

3) take .040”, or 1.5mm off the 
exhaust side, crown edge, and the same 
off the intake skirt. 

4) A Wiseco might offer some 
advantage now that they have a new 
ring that won’t break. This has been the 
weak .point of their piston. Bore with 
.003” to .0035” clearance for racing. 

5) $19.00, and its well worth it. 
Send your cylinder, head, and piston to 
Kal-Gard, 7118 Gerald Ave., Van Nuys, 
Calif. 91406. 

6) Both Kal-Gard and microplating 
work, As to perserving the life, I don’t 
know about that. I’ve never worn out a 
gearbox in a racing bike, they always 
brake first. But any time you decrease 
friction, it has to make it last longer. 
Microplating costs about $50.00, 
depending on how many pieces you 
have. 

7) This always helps. 

8) I’ve never really noticed a big 
advantage to stuffing a crank. It’s a lot 
of work, so it makes you feel like it 
must be better, Dyno tests that I’ve run 
didn’t show it was worth it. 


E.C., 

Iwe been fooling around with 
expansion chambers: different length 
front cones, center sections, and rear 
cones. I’ve been told that the rear cones 
should be about twice the angle (in 
degrees) of the front. Also, that too 
short a rear cone will blow up your 
bike. (No, it won't blow up your 
bike...E.C.) I am curious to know your 
formula for figuring out how long the 
cones should be. How do you compute 
center section length, head pipe length 
and diameter? I’m also very curious 
about stinger diameter and length, and 
how a fat stinger gives you mid range 
compared to high RPM achieved with a 
smaller diameter stinger. What formula 
would I use to find the size and length 
stinger to use? What part does volume 
play in the performance of the pipe? 
Short overall pipes seem to be more 
peaky than ones with longer cones or 
center sections. I’m very interested in 
pipe building and any info you can give 
me will help. Thanks very much for 
your time.
